THE COMMERCE OF VANCOUVER 
ISLAND. 

It is always a tad task lo record a deall , 
a serious illuess, or even a casual misfortune » 
but it is very frequently a ncoessary and 
wholosome duty not only to record it, but to 
ascertain the origin ol the calamity. Human 
lifo is mado up of so many stumbles and so 
many falls, that it in only by carelul attention 
to tho cuuso and nature of our blundering wo 
can ever hope to walk erect, In this way 
many of our inislortur.es, it has been said, 
frequently turn out blessings iu disguise. 
The cholera, and even typhus fever, have 
taught us more clearly and more forcibly 
than tho best medical authorities iu the world 
that cleanliness and pure air are indispensa- 
ble requisites of health. Philosophy might 
have preached in the ears of wealth till 
Doomsday, before active s-te|is would have 
been taken to ameliorate the condition ol the 
poor and convert their wretched dens ami 
hovels into (it habitations I'or man. Whal 
philanthropy, what even duty pointed to in 
vain, solf-preservalion at oner undertakes. 
The rich man cannot afford lo have his home 
disrupted by vulgar epidemics that spring 
from poverty and filth ; hence sanitary teg il- 
lations. Wo ol Vancouver Island have 
hitherto been signally blessed with an im 
munily from many ol nature's dreaded visit- 
ations ; but if we have escaped those calam- 
ities that wasto aud destroy tho body, we 
have not been to Iree from similar mis 
fortunes that waste and destroy the pur- -e- - 
catastrophes, as the world goes, almost equally 
to be droaded as the Russian plague. Let 
us therefore not shrink from recording wh.it 
is unpalatable, if by so doing we get a closer 
glimpse at ihc cause of evil, and, consequently, 
a clearer view to its removal. 

At the commencement a I the present year 
we disclosed tho morbid condition ol out 
body commercial. We took away tho silver 
covering which, like the relucent veil of the 
Eastern prophet, hid so much that was bad 
and diseased. What 6eemed to the super- 
stitious multitude an object ol worship lurried 
out, when its real nature came to view, a base 
counterfeit, and the free-port god, like many 
an ancient idol, was quickly tumbled in the 
dust. When a population find they have 
been deceived in institutions which they have 
boon taught to worship, a kind of general 
scepticism arises that frequently tends to a 
no less dangerous extreme in the opp.-she 
direction. The people of Vancouver Island, 
however, did not rush to this extreme. They 
were content with dethroning tho wretched 
fetich. The ere.. -non of a new idol, if indeed 
any policy could be again worshipped, was 
wisely postponed fir more important changes. 
There never yet was an exploded fallacy, 
however, which had not its defenders am, 
apostles ; there are haloed people still extant 
who bi lievo that the sun revolves round the 
earth, just as there are unfortunate persons 
in Vancouver Island who believe that Victoria 
is the centre of the commercial system of the 
Pacific Tho latter deluded victims arc (or 
again erecting their old idol, although lie 
very atmosphere around its body is fetid and 
laden with disease. As statistical doso No. I 
brought tho counterfeit to the ground, we 
ahall apply dose No. 2 to keep him there. 

The following figures which we have care- 
fully compiled from thu proper sources will 
show ox idly how we -land, and how ihc 
free-port is progressing. For the nine 
months ending ,'ioih of September wo find our 
imports had reached $2,242 166, giving foi 
tho year $2,989,500. This shows a decn use 
on Iho imports ol 1803 of nearly a million "I 
dollars, and a decrease on those of last jpoi 
ol 3569,000. The lolling elf, unfortunately 
for tho reputation ol the "entrepot of the 
Pacific," is chiefly in our English imp iris. 
In 18(14 these amounted to Si 408,000 while 
for tho present year, taking the past nine 
months as a guide, we shall have i ul 
8917,929— a diminution ol thirty five per cent ! 
A man must have a good deal of enthusiasm 
in his composition who can extract comfort 
out of this and an argument in favor ot oui 
present commercial policy, which was based 
entirely on the supposition that we would 
have an immense import trade with England, 
from California our imports, have diminished 
about lti pur cent , the figures being in 186-1 
91,627,663, and in I8G5 something less Ihuu 
$1,370,000. From Oregon, howevor, Ihcn 
is an increase, which tells rather against u- 
than otherwise ; lor while London and Sun 
Francisco are the great marts from which we 
obtain our meichnndisu lor exportation, l'ort« 
land is the place ivc depend upon largely I o 
our necessaries of life, While, therefore, our 
merchantable commodities are decreasing in 
extent, our provision imports, from Ore- 
gon at least, oro on tho increase, List jcar 
tho figures showed SI 00,500, while Ibis year 
wo shall have something like $190,300, or an 
incronso of afoul nineteen per oent, I'ugi l 
Sound shows a decrease ol fourteen per 
cent., the imports fur 1864 having been 
$279,000, while the prcsetit year they will 
only reach $240,000. The Uritisli Columbia 
imports are much the same as those of Inst 
year, which were 581,0011. Altogether the 
imports ol 1865, including, betides tho above, 
consignments from Valparaiso, China, and llie 
Sandwich Islands, will show a decrease on 
thoso of 1804 ol 18 per cent. 

Much of the diruiiiutiou in our imports 
may, no doubt, be attributed to Iho fulling 
off in our population, a rosult in its lurn ol 
our free pert policy ; bm we cannot overlook 
tho great Icaluie in the statistics wo liavo just 
givnn and in others we have yet lo give, uud 
that is a continued Failure of oui free port 
itself. Kvcry year our exportation! of mor- 
chiiiidiw) me becoming smaller, until B i 
preaenl thoy iiniounl to flomuthing H o

Encouraged by the promised support of many of 
your number, I come lorward to offer myself as 
candidate for the honorable position of being 
one of your representatives in the House of As 
scm bly. 

Having already had the pleasure of laying bo 
fore you individually my views in relation to the 
principal political lopica of the day, it will be un- 
necessary to enlarge upon them to any length in 
this addresa ; but I beg to submit the following 
synopsis of the coarse which, in my humble 
opinion, should be pursued as beat calculated to 
promote the welfare of the colony at large ; 

The Union of the two colonies I hold to be ab- 
solutely indispensable to the advancement^ both, 
and every exertion should bo used to accompli.h 
that end as speedily as poaaiblo, 

The raising of a portion of the revenuo by 
import duties, 1 have always advocated, not only 
«h the fairest method whereby the burden ol tax- 
mi in may be shnred by all classes, but as afford- 
ing, assistance and encouragement lo the agricul- 
tural and other productive interests of the colony, 
upon the growth of which tho well being of every 
country raual mainly depend. 

As, however, the "question of 1'nion is at the 
present time under the consideration of the Home 
Government, I should not advocate any material 
change ia thn present system of taxation until 
union shall have taken place. 

A lax upon unoccupied and uncultivated lands 
hold for speculation, would receive my support, as 
w« lias an art to assist iho settlers in the cxter 
initiation of wild animals. 

Itetroncliment in the expenditure of our Gov- 
ernment is greatly needed, it being at present far 
beyond tho requirements or the means of our 
population 

The abolition of tho Imprisonment for Debt 
and the paising of a llomeatead Law 1 should 
use my earnest endeavors to obtain. 

Thu establishment of a School in tho district nf 
Mctchosiu and the opcnlwr up of a new ro ,d to 
Uowichan are points of local interest which it 
would be my duty to further by all the inrana iu 
mv power. 

I mil el opinion thai tho Statute Labor Act 
should bo materially reformed, as in its present 
slate it works most unequally anil unfairly. 

I fully ondorso the action taken by the IIouso 
ol Assembly during last session with reaped to 
the Crown Lands and shall use my best endeavors 
lo obtain fur the people ihc cession ol those landa 
or their equivalent. 

For Iwo or three years past I have made it my 
particular study to arrive at a knowledge of the 
resources and requirements of each settlement in 
the colony ami am more than ever convinced that 
it will be the true policy of our Legislature to fos- 
ter anil encourage the agricultural intarest, there- 
by basoning the evil of the suicidal policy at pro 
soul pin sued of buying almost nil tho nccesaariea 
of life from another country with whom wc havo 
no reciprocity of trade. 

As your representative I should deem it to be 
my duty, as it would lie a plo&iuro, to visit you 
and consult your wishes when any mattor of par- 
tic; u In r moment or mcul interest may arise. 

Upon other poinla I shall have opportunities of 
expressing my views to you personally and 
should you think lit lo entrust mo witk tho re- 
sporidibillty which I now seek nt your hands you 
may rely upon your interests being eared for to 
the best of my nbility.

If Union should take place, a general 
election must ensue. The Legislature of the 
united Colonics will then have to decide on the 
pi, Ley most likely to be advantageous to the 
country at large 

Reciprocity o( Trade with our friends at.d 
neighbours of the United States of America would 
I believe, lie of thu greatest mutual benefit, and 
every elii.i t should be made to have this Colony 
included in any treaty concluded between the 
authorities of the United Slates and the British 
.Nonh American Provinces, 

Imprisonment tor Debt should be forthwith 
abolished except in cases at fraud. 

Immigration is highly necessary to our pros- 
perity, mid I would do all in my power to carry 
out any justifiable plan for the settlement of the 
public lands. The construction of frond roads is 
un obvious duty. I believe something oughl to be 
dune to encourage the extermination of beasts of 
prey in partially settled districts like yours. 

iV Reform of the Constitution is necessary in 
order that the Legislative bodies may bo rendered 
independent of Bxecutivo control. 

The Oliiciul Expenditure of the Colony must be 
materially reduced, and by this means Ihc dimin- 
ution of Taxation, so absolutely necessary, 
brought about. Whilst in favour of Direct l ux- 
ation, it is advisable that our Hcvcnuo should be 
drawn from a wider area.

Franklin's Expedition — Accqbtts or 
Three Suhviyoiis — A New York despatch, 
dated September 29th, contains the lollowiog 
singular announcement : Henry Orinnell 
has received a very important and interesting 
letter from Captain Hall, the Arctic ex- 
plorer, which announces that ho has dis- 
covered such fuels in his recent expedition 
as to lead to believe that there are yet sur- 
viving three men from Sir John Franklin's 
expedition. Crozier, who succeeded Sir John 
Franklin in command of the expeditiox, and 
three others had boon peen. Crozier was re- 
duced to a skeleton, and being starved lo death, 
while his men were fat, they having lived on 
human flesh— the flesh of their companions — 
who all desoited the two ships that were fast 
in mountains of Yo, while Crozier would not 
live on human flesh. The man finding the 
party took iheni in charge, and, catching 
cool, fod Crozier sparingly day by day until 
Ills life was saved. He thus cued lor ihe 
men during a whole winter, during which 
some of thu men died. Crozier ami the two 
remaining men were then taken to N'eitz- 
ehilloon Bolhia Felix peninsula, where tvere 
many lnnuts and Esquimaux. Having guns 
and plenty of ammunition, they were enable.! 
to shoot plenty ol ducks, etc, t'he lnnuts 
treated them' very kindly. At length they 
started for Cockburn's Land, since which 
they have not been seen or heard Iron All 
this was previous to 1854, but the [rmuts 
insist that Crozier and his liiends are still 
alive.
